1. SUMMARY: STEPS TAKEN BY ALLIES DURING LORENZ AFFAIR 
SUFFICIENT TO DOCUMENT STATEMENT THAT ALLIES REMAINED IN 
FULLL CONTROL OF SITUATION AND FTITJ, FILLED THEIR RESPONSIBILITIES 
FOR SECURITY AND FOR ADHERENCE BY GERMAN AUTHORITIES 

TO QA. MISSION PROPOSES DRAFT LANGUAGE FOR RESPONSE TO 
SOVIET DEMARCHE IN CAPITALS. END SUMMARY: 

2. FOLLOWING ARE STEPS WHICH ALLIES TOOK TO ENSURE 

THAT GERMAN BEHAVIOR DURING LORENZ AFFAIR CORRESPONDED 
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WITH LEGAL SITUATION IN BERLIN GENERALLY AND WITH QA 
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SPECIFICALLY: 

-MAINTAINED CONTINUOUS CONTACT WITH GOVERNING MAYOR'S 
CRISIS STAFF THROUGH SENAT LIAISON OFFICERS; 

-MAINTAINED CONTINOUS CONTACT WITH POLICE THROUGH 
PUBLIC SAFETY OFFICERS, INCLUDING STATIONING OF US PERSONNEL 
AT POLICE HEADQUARTERS; 

- TOOK SPECIFIC DECISIONS IN CONNECTION WITH 
PROVISION OF AIR TRANSPORT, IN ACCORDANCE WITH ALLIED 
AVIATION RESPONSIBILITIES; 

-CARRIED OUT CERTAIN MEASURES CONNECTED WITH POLICE 
OPERATIONS, INCLUDING PHYSICAL SEARCHES OF VEHICLES WITH 
ALLIED LICENSE PLATES, TECHNICAL SURVEILLANCE OF SUSPECTED 
TERRORISTS OR INDIVIDUALS WITH SUSPECTED TERRORIST 
CONNECTIONS UPON REQUEST OF LFV AND POLICE, AND AERIAL 
SEARCHES FROM US ARMY HELICOPTERS; 

-APPROVED IN WRITING POLICE SEARCH ACTIVITIES ON 
S-BAHN TRAINS AND AT REICHSBAHN STATIONS IN WESTERN 
SECTORS AND PROVIDED SOVIET EMBASSY IN EAST BERLIN WITH 
ADVANCE NOTIFICATION THAT MINOR DELAYS IN TRAIN SCHEDULES 
IN THEIR SECTOR MIGHT RESULT FROM THIS ACTIVITY; 

-ARRANGED FOR STATEMENT TO BE ISSUED MARCH 7 BY 
SENATOR FOR JUSTICE CLARIFYING STATUS OF FEDERAL ATTORNEY 

GENERAL (GENERALSTAATSANWALT) IN BERLIN EXPLAINING THAT 
INVESTIGATION WAS UNDER DIRECTION OF BERLIN ATTORNEY 
GENERAL, NOT FRG OFFICIALS; 

-INFORMED SENAT MARCH 4-5 OF CONDITIONS UNDER 
WHICH POLICE FROM FRG LAENDER COULD BE BROUGHT TO BERLIN 
TO AID IN INVESTIGATION (PURSUANT TO 1969 INTRA-LAENDER 
POLICE COOPERATION AGREEMENT WHICH HAS BEEN EXTENDED TO 
BERLIN) SUBJECT TO CONTROL OF BERLIN POLICE, NOT FRG OR 
FRG LAENDER AUTHORITIES, ETC.; 
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-ARRANGED FOR REMOVAL FROM BERLIN OF BUNDESGRENZ- 
SCHUTZ (BGS) PERSONNEL MARCH 14 WHOSE PRESENCE HAD NOT 
BERN AUTHORIZED; 

-PRESENTLY MAINTAINING CONTACT WITH SENAT TO 
DETERMINE NEED FOR LIMITED NUMBER OF BFS EXPERTS AND TO 
ENSURE THAT SUCH EXPERTS, IF PERMITTED TO COME TO CITY, 

WILL OPERATE UNDER CONDITIONS CONSISTENT WITH ALLIED 
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RESPONSIBILITIES. 

3. NUMBER OF THESE STEPS, NOTABLY THOSE RELATING TO 
PRESENCE IN BERLIN OF LAENDER POLICE REINFORCEMENTS, 

BGS PERSONNEL, AND FEDERAL ATTORNEY GENERAL WERE OF COURSE 
TAKEN IN PARALLEL WITH BONN GROUP CONSULTATIONS. THOSE 
INVOLVING BGS PRESENCE HAVE NOT COME TO PUBLIC ATTENTION 
AND HAVE NOT APPARENTLY BEEN NOTED BY SOVIETS. IN VIEW 
OF SENSITIVITY OVER BGS PRESENCE, IT WOULD PROBABLY BE 
PREFERABLE TO TREAT THIS POINT ONLY IN GENERAL TERMS 
WITHOUT MENTIONING BGS. SUM TOTAL IS, HOWEVER, SIGNIFICANT 
ENOUGH TO DOCUMENT STATEMENT THAT ALLIES REMAINED IN FULL 
CONTROL OF SITUATION AND HAVE FULFILLED THEIR RESPONSIBILITIES 
FOR SECURITY AND FOR ADHERENCE BY GERMAN AUTHORITIES TO 
QA DESPITE EXTRAORDINARY PRESSURES GERMANS HAVE BEEN 
OPERATING UNDER SINCE LORENZ WAS KIDNAPPED, FIRST TO 
RECOVER HIM SAFELY AND THEN TO GET RESULTS IN INVESTIGATION. 

4. ABOVE IS PROVIDED FOR INFORMATION PURPOSES. WE 

BELIEVE THAT A LISTING OF ALL OR MOST OF THE ABOVE STEPS WOULD GIVE 

ALLIED RESPONSE TOO DEFENSIVE TONE PERMITTING SOVIETS 

TO ARGUE ABOUT EACH PARTICULAR POINT AND TO EXPECT 

SIMILAR EXPLANATIONS AND APOLOGIA IN FUTURE ABOUT ALLIED ACTIONS 

IN WSB. PERHAPS CITING FEW GENERALIZED 

EXAMPLES SELECTED FROM ALLIED 

ACTIONS WOULD BE BEST MEANS OF STRIKING BALANCE 
BETWEEN TOO CURSORY REPLY, ON ONE HAND, AND APPEARING TO 

NEED TO JUSTIFY ACTIONS REQUIRING NO JUSTIFICATION ON 
THE OTHER. WE ESSAY BELOW DRAFT OF HOW PORTION OF REPLY 
TO SOVIET DEMARCHE INVOLVING CONTROLS EXERCISED IN BERLIN 
MIGHT LOOK. 
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BEGIN TEXT: THE ALLIED AUTHORITIES HAVE TAKEN AND 
CONTINUE TO TAKE ALL NECESSARY STEPS TO FULFILL THEIR 
SECURITY RESPONSIBILITIES IN THE WESTERN SECTORS AND TO 
ENSURE THAT THE REQUIREMENTS, BOTH OF ALLIED 

LEGISLATION AND OF THE QUADRIPARTITE AGREEMENT, WERE AND STILL ARE 

SCRUPULOUSLY OBSERVED BY THE GERMAN AUTHORITIES DURING 

THE INVESTIGATION OF THE LORENZ KIDNAPPING. THE ALLIES 

INITIATED CONTINUOUS CONTACT WITH THE GOVERNING MAYOR'S CRISIS STAFF 

AND WITH THE POLICE IMMEDIATELY UPON RECEIVING WORD OF THE KIDNAPPING. 

THEY TOOK MANY DECISIONS THEMSELVES, FOR EXAMPLE WITH RESPECT 

TO THE AVIATION ASPECTS OF THE SITUATION, HAVE CARRIED OUT 

CERTAIN INVESTIGATORY ACTIVITIES AND TAKEN SUCH ADDITIONAL 

STEPS AS WERE NECESSARY TO ENSURE THAT THE BERLIN POLICE 

WERE ABLE TO PERFORM FUNCTIONS WHICH THE ALLIES CONSIUTRED 

ESSENTIAL TO THE INVESTIGATION. THE SOVIET AUTHORITIES 
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WILL RECALL THAT THEIR BERLIN EMBASSY WAS INFORMED IN 
ADVANCE EARLY THE MORNING OF MARCH 5, IMMEDIATELY UPON 
THE RELEASE OF HERR LORENZ, OF POLICE ACTIVITIES WHICH 
THE ALLIES HAD AUTHORIZED ON S-BAHN TRAINS AND ON 
REICHSBAHN PROPERTY IN THE WESTERN SECTORS WHICH MIGHT 
HAVE LED TO MINOR DELAYS IN TRAIN SCHEDULES. THE ALLIES 
HAVE ALSO SUPERVISED THE PRESENCE IN BERLIN OF FRG 
OFFICIALS, WHO HAVE ACTED IN AN INFORMATION-GATHERING OR 
LIAISON ROLE REQUIRED BY THE FACT THAT THE TERRORIST 
DEMANDS AND, ULTIMATELY, SOME OF THE OCCURRENCES, 

DIRECTLY AFFECTED PERSONS IN FRG PRISONS AND FRG PROPERTY, 

OR WHO HAVE PERFORMED ONLY SUCH FUNCTIONS AS ARE AUTHORIZED 
BY LEGISLATION IN FORCE IN THE WESTERN SECTORS PURSUANT 
TO ESTABLISHED PROCEDURES. THE ALLIES REMAIN IN 
CONTACT WITH ALL ASPECTS OF THE INVESTIGATION SO THAT 
THEY CAN CONTINUE TO FULFILL THEIR SPECIAL RESPONSIBILITIES AND 
PREVENT ANY ACTIONS CONTRARY TO ALLIED LEGISLATION OR TO 
THE QUADRIPARTITE AGREEMENT. END TEXT.
